It 
has  therefore  called  forth  the  greater  sympathy  now 
in  the  hour  of  its  trial ;  and  if  it  fall,  it  will  fall  amidst 
^e  blessings  and  regrets  of  the  united  Protestants  of

from  any  oppostion  to  the  principle  on  which  it  was 
based,  but  as  being  premature  in  regard  to  China,  and 
as  calculated  to  interfere  with  the  jurisdiction  of  the 
bishops  of  another  Church  in  regard  to  Greece;  the 
two  stations  which  were  most  likely  to  be  contemplated. 
Our  corresiwndent  thinks  it  hard  that  Dr.  Upfold,  who 
expressed  at  the  time  his  cordial  approbation  of  foreign 
missions,  should  be  seemingly  placed  before  the  public 
as  their  opponent,  merely  for  his  anxiety  to  prosecute 
them  within  the  bounds  of  prudent  deliberation  and 
propriety.” 

Now  let  the  reader  look  at  the  following  extract 
from  our  report,  and  see  what  is  to  be  fairly  “  inferred” 
by  those  who  read  it,  with  respect  to  Dr.  Upfold’s 
reasons  for  wishing  a  postponement. 

“Dr.  Upfold  said  that  there  was  no  need  of  legis¬ 
lating  for  foreign  countries  at  present.  The  report 
has  reference  to  Foreign  Missionary  Bishops,  as  well 
as  Domestic.  1  have  no  objection  to  Foreign  Missions 
and  because  I  object— [let  the  reader  mark  the  spe¬ 
cific  ground  of  objection  as  presented  by  the  report] 
to  appointing  a  Bishop  for  China,  at  once,  it  does  not 
follow  that  1  wish  to  throw  cold  water  upon  the  cause 
as  one  of  the  members  has  intimated.  I  think  we 
should  deliberate  well  before  we  take  any  step  of  such 
importance,  and  therefore  1  wished  for  postponement, 
not  indefinite,  but  until  the  next  General  Convention.” 

We  have  said  more  than  we  designed  on  this  point, 
yet  we  cannot  forbear  an  allusion  to  the  exceeding  in¬ 
consistency  of  the  inference  which,  in  the  opinion  of  the 
Churchman,  or  the  correspondent  for  whom  he  en¬ 
dorses,  might  be  derived  from  our  report.  It  stales 
generally,  that  Dr.  Upfold  “moved  a  postponement.” 
No — we  are  now  informed — not  of  the  whole  bill,  not 
of  that  part  which  relates  to  Domestic  Missionary  Bi¬ 
shops  ;  the  motion  for  pejstponement  referred  only  to 
the  second  section,  which  has  respect  exclusively  to 
Foreign  Mis.sions.  By  leading  the  reader  therefore 
erroneously  to  suppose  that  the  mover  desired  the  post¬ 
ponement  of  the  clause  relating  to  Domestic  Mission¬ 
ary  Bishops,  we  give  ground  for  the  inference  that 
he  is  the  “opponent”  of  Foreign  Missions !  We  beg 
our  esteemed  brother  of  the  Churchman  to  read  for 
himself,  and  not  to  take  at  second-hand  the  logic  of  his 
correspondents,  should  he  again  have  occasion  to  cor¬ 
rect  our  errors,  or  be  inclined  to  dwell  upon  the  evil 
consequences  which  “  might”  by  possibility  result 
from  them. 


Among  the  disagreeable  things  of  the  editorial  pro- 
fes  ion,  is  the  necessity  of  saying  much  on  little 
matters.  We  had  some  of  these  to  notice  in  the  Re¬ 
corder  of  October  10th,  in  relation  to  credits  due  to  us 
from  other  papers,  and  thought  we  had  performed  the 
duty  in  such  a  manner  as  to  attach  just  as  much  im- 1 
purtance  to  the  subject  as  it  deserved,  and  no  more. 
We  regret  to  find  that  our  remarks  have  made  a  deeper 
impression  upon  our  brother  of  the  Churchman,  than 
we  designed.  We  thank  him  for  the  special  honour 
to  which  in  consideration  of  them  he  has  destined  us, 
among  the  operatives  of  hia  printing  office,  but  are  not 
at  all  solicitous  for  the  distinction.  A  mere  notice  in 
a  single  line,  that  the  five  columns  spoken  of,  be  the 
same  more  or  less,  were  from  the  Episcopal  Recorder, 
would  have  pleased  us  better.  It  would  give  us 
great  pleasure  to  throw  off  the  “  half  column”  to 
which  our  brother  demurs,  and  minialer  thus  far  to  the 
relief  of  hia  conscience,  but  he  will  find,  should  the 
two  or  three  lines  preceding  it  happen  to  “  meet  his 
eye,”  that  it  is  duly  credited  tn  the  Recorder  to  Uiei 
proper  source.

ANNUAL  CONVENTION  OF  THE  CHURCH  IN  THE  DIOCESE 
OF  CONNECTICUT.  I 

On  Tuesday  morning,  October  13th,  this  body  as¬ 
sembled  in  Christ  Church,  Middletown.  The  Rev. 
Samuel  Fuller,  jr.  Rector  of  St.  Michael’s  Church, 
Litchfield,  delivered  the  Convention  sermon,  'i’he 
Holy  Communion  was  administered  by  the  Right  Rev. 
Bishop,  assisted  by  Rev.  Dr.  James,  Professor  at  Wash¬ 
ington  College,  Hartford.  j 

An  unusual  number  of  clerical  and  lay  delegates 
were  present.  The  Bishop’s  address  to  the  Convention 
was  interesting,  and  showed  a  prosperous  slate  of  the 
Church  in  this  Diocese.  The  Rev.  William  Jarvis, 
Rector  of  Trinity  Church,  Chatham,  was  elected 
Secretary  for  the  ensuing  year.  The  following  gen¬ 
tlemen  were  chosen  members  of  the  Standing  Commit¬ 
tee;  viz.  Rev.  Dr.  Croswell,  rector  of  Trinity  Parish, 
New  Haven;  Rev.  Dr.  Jarvis,  Professor  in  Washing¬ 
ton  College,  Hartford;  Rev.  Smith  Pyne,  rector  of 
Christ  Church,  Middletown ;  Rev.  Lemuel  B.  Hull, 
rector  of  Sl  James’  Church,  Danbury  ;  and  the  Rev. 
Seth  B.  Paddock,  rector  of  Christ  Church,  Norwich. 

A  new  constitution  was  adopted,  and  a  spirit  of  de¬ 
lightful  harmony  prevailed  in  the  Convention,  in  all 
its  deliberations  to  the  end  of  the  session,  which  was 
not  till  Thursday  noon,  October  I5lh.  There  was  more 
business  transacted  than  usual,  and  all  in  the  spirit  of 
love  and  good-will. 

In  the  report  I  made  to  you,  Mr.  Editor,  of  the  pro¬ 
ceedings  of  the  Convention  of  the  last  year,  1  had  occa¬ 
sion  to  give  a  rather  mortifying  picture  of  the  stand  ta¬ 
ken  in  relation  to  the  Temperance  reform.  That  sub¬ 
ject  was  introduced  again  this  year;  and  was  received 
with  a  better  spirit.  The  groat  majority,  I  doubt  not, 
were  decidedly  friendly  \o  the  cause,  and  indeed  I  may 
say,  from  what  passed,  all  were,  or  so  seemed ;  yet 
still,  there  were  some  very  metaphysical  reasons,  which 
swayed  the  minds  of  some  of  the  Fathers,  to  desire 
that  it  might  not  be  urged  to  action  in  the  Convention. 
And,  finding  that  there  was  any  diversity  of  opinion 
upon  the  propriety  of  acting  in  Convention  upon  this 
subject,  the  mover  of  tlie  resolution  withdrew  it.  And 
here  let  me  add,  the  friends  of  the  Temperance  reform 
have  reason  for  gratitude  to  God,  for  the  change  already 
manifest  in  the  Church  to  a  more  favourable  regard  of 
this  most  important  subject.  From  what  has  been 
done  and  what  has  been  seen  among  us  for  the  last 
twelve  months,  I  take  great  encouragement  in  the  hope 
that  should  I  ever  be  permitted  to  communicate  the 
proceedings  of  ano/Aer  oCnren/ion  here,  I  can  add  the 
cheering  intelligence,  that  the  Church  in  Connecticut 
upon  this  question  of  deep  interest  to  undying  souls 
stands  by  the  side  of  many  other  dioceses  in  our  land 
the  declared  advocate  and  supporter  of  the  Tempo 
ranee  Reformation.

Public  affairs  in  England:  Church  of  Ireland. — 
The  Christian  Observer,  for  September,  says :  “At 
the  moment  in  w  hich  we  are  writing  (August  27,)  the 
whole  course  of  public  affairs  is  in  a  slate  of  alarm¬ 
ing  uiicerfainty.  The  two  Houses  of  Parliament  ap¬ 
pear  to  bo  approacliing  to  a  collision  the  result  of 
which  cannot  be  contemplated  without  extreme  anxie¬ 
ty  ;  more  especially  os  the  difference  docs  not  grow 
out  of  any  one  particular  measure,  but  involves 
a  great  variety  of  questions,  and  indeed  the  general 
system  of  our  national  policy.” 

The  first  of  these  questions  noticed  is  the  Municipal 
Reform  Bill,  which  the  Christian  Observer  views  as 
measure,  so  far  as  it  relates  to  Ireland,  for  taking

The  appeal  lately  made  in  favour  of  this  interesting 
region  of  our  beloved  country,  is  calculated  to  excite 
the  sympathies  and  rouse  the  energies  of  every  one 
who  loves  the  Ijord  Jesus  Christ,  and  more  particular¬ 
ly  of  every  Episcopalian.  If  the  Gospel  requires  us  to 
love  our  neighbour  as  ourselves,  it  also  commands  to 
regard  with  peculiar  affection  those  who  are  of  the 
household  of  faith ;  and  certainly  that  apartment  of  the 
house  which  we  as  a  Church  occupy,  demands  our 
warmest  and  most  tender  regards.  The  appeal  informs 
us  that  the  slate  above-mentioned  is  peopled  by  emi¬ 
grants,  many  of  whom  have  belonged  to  our  beloved 
Zion  either  in  Europe,  or  in  other  slates  of  the  Union, 
and  that  consequently  they  have  a  predilection  for  our 
services,  and  a  preference  for  our  modes  of  worship. 
The  venerable  diocesan,  who  has  so  courageously 
buckled  on  his  armour  to  renew  the  warfare  in  behalf 
of  the  cause  of  God,  again  appears  as  a  supplicant  in 
j  behalf  of  suffering  Episcopalians,  wdio  li^ent  the  ex- 
i  istence  of  a  famine,  not  of  bread  nor  of  water,  but  of 
1  hearing  the  word  of  God.  He  is  again  traversing  the 
wide  Atlantic,  in  order  to  obtain  assistance  for  his 
noble  and  heroic  designs  in  behalf  of  the  western 
Churches,  from  English  wealth  and  benevolence.  He 
will  succeed  ;  for  when  was  England  applied  to  on 
such  subjects  in  vaini  1  glory  in  the  universally  ac 
knowledged  philanthropy  of  my  native  country,  and 
rejoice  more  especially  that  it  is  so  freely  exhibited  in 
behalf  of  the  cause  of  truth  in  this  my  adopted  country. 
Yes,  he  is  gone,  and  he  will  return  with  the  divine 
blessing,  loaded  with  the  fruits  of  British  zeal  in  the 
cause  of  the  American  Church.  I  am  happy  to  find 
that  my  late  appeal  in  behalf  of  the  Church  at  Jack 
ijonville,  still  continues  to  excite  attention.  The  Rev 
Richard  D.  Hall,  rector  of  St  Paul’s  Church,  Chester 
requests  that  his  name  be  added  to  the  list  of  clergy 
men,  who  are  forming  a  corps-de-reserve,  in  order  to 
complete  the  number  required  for  the  erection  of  an 
Episcopal  Church  al  the  above  place.  Six  more  are 
required  to  coinplete.the  list  Hasten,  brethren,  to  fill 


its  municipal  corporations  “out  of  the  influence  of 
the  Protestantism,  the  property,  the  intelligence  and 
the  moral  worth  of  the  country,  and  consigning  them 
to  all  that  is  opposite.”  The  editor  then  continues : 

“  But  in  the  mean  time  a  still  more  important  ques¬ 
tion  has  arisen,  in  the  matter  of  the  Irish  Church  Bill ; 

nd  upon  this  a  decision  has  already  taken  place  in 
the  House  of  Lords  which  must  bring  the  two  Houses 
of  Parliament  to  a  direct  misunderstanding ;  for  his 
Majesty’s  Ministers  have  stated  their  intention  of  not 
proceeding  with  the  Bill  as  amended  (we  use  the  term 
not  merely  technically  but  descriptively)  by  their 
lordsliips.  The  chief  amendment,  and  that  which  in¬ 
volves  the  great  principal  at  issue,  is  the  striking  out 
the  clauses  that  go  to  disestablish  the  Irish  Church, 
and  virtually  and  ultimately  to  promote,  if  not  also  to 
establish,  Popery,  by  sequestrating  parishes  in  which 
there  are  not  fifty  Protestants,  and  appropriating  the 
revenues  to  a  fund  for  neutral  education.  We  have 
called  this  a  far  more  important  point  than  that  of 
Municipal  Reform,  because  it  involves  in  its  decision 
generally  the  whole  question  of  National  Church  Es¬ 
tablishments,  and  particularly  whether  Ireland  is  to  be 
legislatively  consigned  over  to  the  dominion  of  Popery. 
The  Irish  Municipal  Bill  might  produce,  in  the  end, 
the  same  effect;  but  the  Church  Bill  does  it  in  prin¬ 
ciple,  and  by  direct  legislation  itdeclares  in  substance 
what  his  Majesty’s  Ministers  have  not  scrupled  to  de¬ 
clare  in  express  terms,  that  the  establishment  of  Pro¬ 
testantism  in  Ireland  was  a  “grievous  mistake;  that 
the  encouragement  given  to  it  lias  been  the  chiefcaiise 
of  all  the  mischiefs  of  that  country;  and  that  if  it 
could  be  overthrown  at  once,  it  would  be  a  great  pub¬ 
lic  duty  and  blessing  to  overthrow  it ;  but  that,  this 
being  impracticable  without  much  injustice  and  suffer¬ 
ing,  all  that  can  be  done  for  the  present  is  to  equalize 
matters  so  far  as  may  be,  and  to  let  it  die  a  natural 
death,  unless  it  can  support  itself  by  its  inherent  vi¬ 
tality,  surrounded  by  enemies,  and  destitute  of  public 
aid  or  countenance.  As  for  its  casting  its  bright  rays 
upon  the  dark  recesses  of  vice  and  Papal  superstition, 
or  making  its  way  to  the  hearts  of  the  people  of  Ire¬ 
land,  so  as  to  become  popularly  nationalized,  this  these 
statesmen  account  the  dream  of  raving  fanaticism. 
Having  declared,  in  the  language  of  Lord  Morpeth, 
that  “  truth  has  nothing  to  do  with  Church  Establish¬ 
ments,”  and  that  “the  only  intelligible  principle  upon 
which  they  can  be  supported  is  that  of  majority”  (a 
principle  which,  by  the  way,  is  fatal  to  Popery  in  the  j 
United  Kingdom,  of  which  Protestants  are  the  great  j 
majority;  and  the  Uland  of  Ireland  is  not  a  separate 
nation,  any  more  than  the  Isle  of  Wight,  but  a  part  of 
a  whole) ;  and  having,  moreover,  decided  with  Ijsrd 
Melbourne  that  there  is  no  substantial  difference  be¬ 
tween  the  doctrines  of  Protestantism  and  Popery,  his 
Majesty’s  Ministers  infer,  and  their  inference,  if  the 
premises  are  granted,  is  undeniable,  that  it  is  neither 
a  matter  of  duty  nor  of  justice  to  endeavour  to  uphold 
Protestantism  in  Ireland;  and  as  for  indulging  the 
dream  of  its  overpowering  popery,  none  but  a  fanatic, 
they  think,  could  either  hope  for  or  desire  such  a  con- 
sumalinn.  'I’herefore,  say  they,  cease  to  view  Pro¬ 
testantism  as  the  established  religion  of  the  land,  de¬ 
signed  to  carry  its  scriptural  ministrations  to  every 
village  and  collage.  On  the  contrary,  treat  it  as  a 
poisonous  exotic ;  blot  out  some  eight  hundred  and 
sixty  parishes  with  one  stroke  of  the  pen ;  and  cut 
down  the  rest  in  every  possible  way ;  and  take  care, 
by  Act  of  parliament,  that  no  clergyman  shall  have 
an  income  that  will  enable  him  •  live  in  the  rank  of 
a  gentleman,  or  to  give  to  his  children  the  education 
of  a  decent  tradesman.  This  done,  leave  it  to  its  fate. 
Now — though  no  thanks  to  those  who  thus  leave  it-— 
we  believe  that  even  thus  deserted  by  man,  it  will 
not  be  deserted  by  its  Divine  Author,  but  will  shine 
bright  amidst  its  persecutions,  and  gain  splendid  vic¬ 
tories  through  the  sword  of  the  Spirit,  which  is  the 
w’ord  ofGod.  The  remarkable  increase  of  piety  and 
pastoral  zeal  which,  by  the  D  vino  blessing,  has  taken 
place  within  Its  ranks,  gives  a  bright  omen  of  what, 
through  the  same  Almighty  aid,  will  continue  to  be 
its  achievements.  But  is  this  lita  moment  to  weaken 
its  efficiency — this  the  moment  to  check  its  peaceful 
and  hallowed  triumphs?  While  it  was  c»^mparativc- 
ly  inert — while  the  guilt  of  tools  neglected  pressed 
hard  upon  it — while  the  ignorant  and  deluded  Irish 
Papist  might  justly  ask  what  its  ministers  or  laity  had 
done,  or  wished  to  do,  fi*r  his  wellare,  it  was  suffered 
externally  to  flourish.  But  now  that  it  has  aroused 


It  is  an  undoubted  fact,  that  more  proselytes  have 
been  made  from  among  tlie  Jews  during  tlie  last  twenty 
years,  tlian  since  the  first  ages  of  the  Church.  Not 
only  in  Germany,  but  also  in  Poland,  there  has  been 
the  most  astonishing  success;  and  I  can  bear  testimony 
to  what  has  come  under  my  own  observation  in  the 
capital  of  Silesia,  my  native  city,  where  many  conver¬ 
sions  have  taken  place.  I  shall  speak  only  of  such  in¬ 
dividuals  as  I  am  acquainted  with  myself,  in  the  pro¬ 
fession  to  which  1  belong. 

In  the  University  of  Breslaw,  there  are  three  Pro¬ 
fessors  who  were  formerly  Israelites — a  Professor  of 
Philology,  a  Professor  of  Chemistry,  and  a  Professor  of 
Philosophy  :  there  is,  besides,  a  clergyman,  who  pro-  ’ 
fesses  the  Gospel,  and  he  was  a  Jew.  In  my  present 
station,  at  Halle,  there  are  no  less  than  five  Professors, 
formerly  Jews — one  of  Medicine,  one  of  Mathematics, 
one  of  Law,  and  two  of  Philology.  But,  althougli  I 
cannot  assure  myself,  that,  in  all  these  individuals,  a 
change  of  heart  has  taken  place,  and  that  every  appa¬ 
rent  conversion  is  a  real  conversion,  yet,  I  can  say, 
that  out  of  thousands  who  have  embraced  Christianity, 
there  are  al  least  hundreds  who  are  true  Israelites, 
having  not  only  received  tlie  baptism  of  water  but  of 
the  Holy  Spirit.  Let  us  not  despise,  then,  these  fruits 
of  the  labours  of  love;  since,  though  some  may,  per¬ 
haps,  have  professed  Christianity  from  outward  mo¬ 
tives,  yet  their  children  are  educated  in  the  truth ; 
which  they  would  not  have  been,  had  not  their  fathers 
forsw’orn  the  Jewish  faith. 

Let  me  also  slate,  that,  in  some  instances,  the  Ixird 
has  blessed  my  individual  labours  in  the  station  where¬ 
in,  through  His  grace,  I  myself  have  been  placed.

Mr.  Homan  Hallock,  printer,  formerly  a  member 
of  the  American  Mission  at  Malta,  now  at  Smyrna,  ar¬ 
rived  this  week  in  the  Pedang.  lie  brings  no  impor¬ 
tant  news. 

Mr.  Ha  Hock’s  object  is,  to  procure  a  fuint  of  Arme¬ 
nian  type.  None  can  be  procured  in  Europe,  which 
suits  the  taste  of  the  Armenians,  except  at  the  monas¬ 
tery  at  Venice.  A  high  price  has  been  offered  for 
that,  but  they  will  not  sell  it  toProlcstanl  missionaries 
at  any  price.  One  reason  probably  is,  that  they  now 
have  a  monopoly  of  the  book  trade  among  the  Arme¬ 
nians,  and  are  afraid  they  should  lose  it  if  they  should 
sell  any  of  their  type.  It  was,  therefore,  necessary  for 
Mr.  Hallock  to  visit  Boston,  and  iiave  punches  and  ma¬ 
trices  made  and  type  cast  under  liis  own  in.'peclion  — 
The  type  liitlierto  used  by  the  mission  wa.s  procured  at 
Paris.  Books  printed  with  it  look,  to  the  Armenians, 
much  as  Englisli  printing  200  years  old  does  to  us. — 
Tlie  Boston  Arli.sts,  we  Iiave  no  doubt,  will  be  able  to 
suit  them. — Boston  Recorder.

WHY  ALL  CHRIS riANS  SHOCLD  ATTE.ND  THE  MONTH¬ 
LY  CONCERT. 


It  is  a  fact  well  known  and  deeply  deplored,  that 
some  professors  of  religion  never  attend  the  monthly 
concert.  Perhaps  they  never  attend  any  of  the 
prayer-meetings  of  the  Church.  It  is  not  for  me  to 
say  tlial  such  persons  have  no  religion,  though  I  must 
go  so  far  as  to  say  that  I  do  not  see  how  they  can 
have  a  great  deal.  Nor  docs  their  religion  appear  to 
be  of  the  kind  contemplated  in  the  New  Testament 
They  may  be  Christians,  but  I  am  certain  they  are  not 
primitive  Christians.  I  do  not  for  my  part  see  how 
those  who  never  meet  with  their  fellow  disciples 
for  social  prayer,  can  be  acquitted  of  contemning 
that  gracious  promise  of  Christ,  “  If  two  of  you  shall 
agree  on  earth  as  touching  any  thing  that  they  shall 
ask,  it  shall  be  done  for  them  of  my  Father  which  is 
in  heaven.”  What  an  encouragement  to  concerts  of 
prayer  is  conveyed  in  the.se  words,  “  if  two  of  you 
shall  a^ree IIow  can  they  be  supposed  to  love  the  ! 
presence  of  the  Saviour,  who  are  not  desirous  to  meet ' 
iiiin  “  where  two  or  three  arc  gathered  together  in  his 
name  1”  If  such  disciples  had  existed  at  that  lime,  of 
Course  they  would  not  have  attended  the  meetings  for 
prayer  which  preceded  the  memorable  day  of  Pente¬ 
cost  They  would  not  have  gone  to  the  “  upper 
room.”  Perhape  they  would  have  made  some  excuse 
for  their  absence.  Perhaps  not  One  might  have  said 
that  he  could  bear  the  air  of  a  crowded  room.  Ano¬ 
ther  that  he  did  not  see  why  he  could  not  pray  as  well 
at  home.  There  were  no  such  despisers  of  the  praycr- 
niecting  among  the  primitive  disciples.  They  all 
frequented  the  upper  room,  and  “a//  continued  with 
ene  accord  in  prayer  and  supplication.”  O  that  it 
were  now  so !  Fellow  disciples  of  the  blessed  Jesus, 
listen  to  a  few  plain  reasons  why  we  should  all  attend 
the  monthly  concert. 

1.  It  is  a  meeting  of  Christians.  Should  you  not 
meet  with  Christians  1  God  has  made  you  social  be¬ 
ings;  and  Christians  are  the  best  company.  Should 
you  not  cultivate  that  kind  of  society  on  earth,  with 
which  you  are  to  be  associated  for  ever  in  heaven  ? — 
The  same  class  of  persons — they  that  feared  the 
l>ord — used  to  meet  together  in  tho  days  of  Mala- 
chi ;  and  the  I^ord  noted  it  down.  Come  then  to  the 
concert 

2.  It  is  a  meeting  of  Christians  for  religious  wor¬ 
ship.  nio  concert  is  a  sacred  assembly.  It  invites 
not  merely  to  mutual  intercourse,  but  to  intercourse 
with  God  and  Heaven.  In  it  we  meet  one  with  ano¬ 
ther,  that  we  may  together  meet  the  Ijord  ;  and  if  he 
kept  a  book  of  ronicinbrance  for  tbein  who  feared 
him  and  who  met  conference  with  each  other,  will 
he  not  much  more  fur  those  who  meet  for  communion 
with  himself? 

3.  It  is  the  most  interesting  kind  of  religious  mect- 
ing.s.  It  is  a  jirnyer-meeting.  Its  exercises  consist 
in  prayer  interspersed  with  praise.  I'he  song  of  gra¬ 
titude  and  supplication,  of  blessing,  ascend  alternately. 
Oh  it  is  good  to  be  tlierel  What  Christian  but  loves 
the  prayer-meeting? 

4.  It  is  the  most  interesting  of  all  prayer-meetings. 

I  had  ratlmr  be  absent  from  any  other  than  from  this. — 
Think  how  ft/r^e  a  concert  it  is — how  many  voices  join 
in  it  and  hearts  still  more  ?  From  how  m  iny  lands — in 
how  many  languages  titey  pray,  yet  with  one  desire,  and 
for  a  single  object.  Think  of  that  object — its  unity — 
its  grandeur — its  benevolence — a  world  lying  in  wick 
edness — the  speedy  conversion  of  that  world  to  God 


In  the  monthly  concert  Christians  meet  to  express  to¬ 
gether  to  their  GoJ,  this  one,  great,  benevolent  desire. 
And  ought  not  you  to  be  there? 

But  what  gives  the  greatest  interest  to  the  concert 
is  that  Christ  himself  in  substance  established  it  Yes 
he  has  taught  us  so  to  pray.  His  disciples  asked  him 
how  they  simuld  pray,  and  lie  answered  that  they 
should  pray  socially  for  the  conversion  of  the  uxtrld, 
i.  e.  that  they  should  meet  under  circumstances  which 
would  justify  the  dse  of  the  plural  number,  “  Our  Fa¬ 
ther,”  &c.,  and  that  thus  met  tliey  should  pray  together 
“  Thy  kingdom  come.  Thy  will  be  done  on  earth  as 
it  is  in  heaven.”  Now,  is  not  this  just  what  we  do 
in  the  monthly  concert  ?  We  pul  in  practice  that  les¬ 
son  of  Christ  on  prayer.  That  is  the  amount  of  it. — 
Tiie  missionary  concert  has  then  the  sanction  of 
the  Master,  however  some  of  his  profe.^Bed  disciples 
may  regard  it  Is  it  so  ?*Then  I  ask  not,  will  you  come 
to  the  concert  but  how  can  you  stay  away  ? 

5.  It  is  good  to  draw  near  to  God  in  prayer  for  a 
gailty  and  dying  world.  Christians  find  it  so.  If  they 
benefit  no  others,  yet  they  benefit  themselves.  God 
bestows  blessing  on  them  while  they  implore  blessing 
tor  others. 

6.  It  its  kind  to  the  poor  heathen  thus  to  meet  once 


to  us.  If  we  were  in  their  situation 
it  was  to  be  in  such  a  situation,  we 
Christians  to  pray  for  us.  And  shall  not  we,  being 
Christians,  pray  for  them?  The  golden  rule  re¬ 
quires  it  The  love  of  Christ  constrains  to  it  How 
shall  we  not  pniy  for  them?  How  shall  I  be  able  to  an¬ 
swer  for  it,  I  say  not  to  God,  but  to  my  poor  pagan 
brother  that  1  shall  meet  before  the  bar  of  our  com¬ 
mon  Judge,  if  1  let  him  go  into  eternity  without  even 
«rayin<T  that  the  light  of  the  gospel  may  illuminate  his 
dark  mind  ?  How  bhall  I  be  able  to  bear  bis  reproach¬ 
ful  recognition  of  me  as  a  Christian?  I  will  lake 
care  not  lie  uuder  the  accusation.  I  will  pray  for 
him. 

7.  Nothing  cheers  the  hearts  of  our  missionaries  so, 
and  nolliing  so  cncoumges  them  in  their  work  as 
when  they  hear  of  well-attended  concerts.  So  they 
tell  ns;  and  they  write  back  that  nothing  Uiey  meet 
with  on  the  field  of  their  labours,  depresses  and  dis¬ 
courages  them  80  much  as  the  intelligence  they  re 
ceive  from  home  that  Christians  neglect  llie  monthly 
concert,  and  few  of  the  Churches  meet  to  pray  for 
them.  They  know  that  they  cannot  succeed  with¬ 
out  God,  and  they  know  that  it  is  prayer  which  engages 
God  to  work  cireclually  for  them.  O  if  we  could  but 
send  them  word  by  lltc  ne.\t  ships  that  go,  lliat  Chris¬ 
tians  in  crowds  come  up  to  the  missionary  prayer-meet¬ 
ing,  and  the  place  of  the  monthly  concert  is  thronged, 
they  would  bo  able,  I  have  no  doubt,  to  send  us  word 
back,  perhaps  by  those  very  ships  returning,  that  the 
heathen  in  crowds  gather  around  ihctn  inquiring  the 
way  of  salvation,  and  that  many  have  gone  even  unto 
Christ,  and  become  partakers  of  his  grace.  But  in  vain 
shall  we  c.vpcct  to  liear  very  cheering  intelligence 
from  them,  while  tho  intelligence  they  receive  from 
us  is  no  more  cheering.  Oh  it  is  base  treatment  of 
our  missionary  brethren  and  sisters,  as  well  as  gross  de¬ 
reliction  of  the  duty  imposed  by  the  Saviour’s  last  com¬ 
mand  of  all,  not  to  meet  and  pray  for  them. 

But  why  should  1  multiply  reasons?  will  you  not  at¬ 
tend  henceforth  ?  If  after  all  you  will  not,  I  can  only 
say  I  am  sorry — sorry  on  two  accounts — sorry  for  the 
heathen  and  sorry  for  you.  M.  S.

than1jiil0.y*>4  09,  arc  but  little  more  than  half  as  large 
as  were  tlie  average  receipts  of  the  three  princH*al  for¬ 
eign  missionary  societies  of  Great  Britain,  To  our 
ordinary  receipts  were  added  11  placotlntour 

disjHisal  by  the  Bible,  'I’ract,  and  Sabbath-school  socie¬ 
ties  of  our  country.  Tho  number  of  our  missions  is 
32,  embracing  78  stations,  or  twelve  more  than  were 
reported  last  year.  One  hundred  and  four  ordained 
missionaricsarc  connected  with  these  missions,  of  whom 
seven  are  regularly  educated  physicians.  There  are 
also  9  physicians  not  ordained,  S  printers  and  book¬ 
binders,  30  other  male  assistants,  and  157  married  and 
unmarried  female  assistants ;  making  a  total  of  108  mis-  j 
sionaries  and  assiotant  missionaries,  sent  Irom  this  coun¬ 
try,  and  under  thedirection  oflhe  Board.  There  are  also 
four  native  preachers,  and  51  other  native  assistants. 
The  Churches  gathering  am  -ng  tlic  heathen  by  the  mis¬ 
sions  of  tlie  B  inrd  amount  to  41 :  containing  2017  mcm- 
liers.  In  tliG  schools'there  are  21,181  pupils  receiv¬ 
ing,  in  a  greater  or  less  degree,  a  Christian  education. 
Seven  langinges  have  been  reduced  to  writing  by  the 
missionaries  of  the  B<i3rd,  and  Ixvjks  have  been  pre¬ 
pared  and  printed  in  them  at  the  expense  of  the  Board. 
The  language  of  tho  Sandwich  Islands,  in  particular, 
after  being  reduced  to  the  most  simple  form  of  writing, 
has  been  enriched  by  the  New  Testament,  and  portions 
of  the  Old,  and  by  books  illustrating  the  elementary 
principles  of  the  most  useful  sciences.  The  germs  of 
future  colleges  of  sanctified  learning,  have  been  planted 
in  a  number  of  the  missions;  and  in  Ceylon,  a  college 
in  fact  exists  already,  containing  130  pupils,  more 
than  three-fourths  of  wliom  give  hopeful  evidence  of 
piety.  We  have 8  printing  eslabiisliments,  and  to  Iwoof 
these,  type  and  stereotype  founderirs  liavo  been  added 
the  past  year.  Measures  have  also  been  taken  to  se¬ 
cure  lo  China  the  benefits  of  metallic  printing  as  soon 
as  possible.  These  printing  establishments  possess  the 
mdans  of  printing  in*  nineteen  diflerent  languages, 
spoken  by  people  for  whose  special  benefit  our  missions 
are  designed,  and  spoken  too,  by  more  than  45ft,(HK),(K)0 
of  human  beings.  Tlie  pages  printed  last  year  were 
about  G,IKK),(KK),and  the  amount  of  printing  since  the 
commencement  of  our  operation.s,  in  19  languages,  is 
not  far  from  9 1,(HK),00()  of  pages. 

The  missions  of  the  Board  greatly  need  that  ns  many 
as  .50  ordained  missionaries,  and  nearly  as  many  lay 
teachers,  should  be  sent  to  them  during  tho  present 
autumn — and  the  committee  would  venture  to  appoint 
and  send  forth  all  this  number,  had  they  the  suitable 
men  at  command.  They  need  also  five  or  six  firt^t 
rale  men  of  apostolic  spirit,  to  place  in  the  central 
regions  of  Asia — in  Afghanistan  and  Tliib»*t,  to  re¬ 
port  the  intellectual  and  moral  condition  of  those  coun¬ 
tries  to  the  Churches  and  what  can  be  done  to  pour  the 
gospel  dtay  upon  the  darkness  of  their  Jong  and  dismal 
night.

CONVERSION  OF  AN  INDIAN  JUGGLER. 


From  an  Article  in  the  Literary  and  Thei>logical  Review, 
by  Henry  A.  Schoolcraft,  Esq. 

In  the  early  part  of  my  life  I  lived  very  wickedly, 
following  tl»e  Meta,  the  Jeesukan,  and  the  Wabeno, 
tho  throe  great  snporstitious  observances  of  iny  peo¬ 
ple.  1  did  not  know  that  these  societies  were  made 
up  of  rank  and  sinful  errors,  till  my  wife,  whose  heart 
had  been  turned  by  the  missionaries,  informed  me  of 
it.  I  had  no  pleasure  in  listening  to  it,  and  often 
turned  away,  declaring  that  I  was  satisfied  with  the 
religion  of  my  forefitliers.  She  took  every  occasion 
to  talk  lo  me  on  the  subject.  She  told  me  that  the 
Indian  societies  were  bad,  and  all  who  adhered  to  them 
were  no  belter  than  open  servants  of  the  evil  spirit. 
She  had,  in  particular,ybur  long  talks  with  me  on  the 
subject,  and  explained  to  me  who  God  was,  and  what 
sin  was,  as  it  is  written  in  God’s  book.  I  believed  be¬ 
fore  tliere  was  one  Great  Spirit,  who  was  the  master 
of  life,  and  had  made  men  and  beasts.  But  she  ex¬ 
plained  lo  me  the  true  character  of  this  Great  Spirit, 
the  sinfttlness  of  the  heart,  and  the  way  of  having  it 
turned  from  evil  lo  good,  by  praying  through  Jcsu.s 
Christ.  By  degrees  I  came  to  understand  it.  She 
told  me  that  the  Ghost  of  God  only  could  make  the 
heart  better,  and  that  the  souls  of  all  wliodied  with¬ 
out  having  felt  this  power,  would  be  burned  in  the 
fires  existing  in  mudjeemonedonong.  The  mission¬ 
aries  bad  directed  her  to  speak  to  me,  and  put  words  in 
her  mouth  ;  and  she  said  so  much  that  I  did  not  feel 
satisfied  with  my  old  way  of  life.  Among  other  things 
she  spoke  against  drinking,  which  1  was  very  fond  of. 
1  did  not  relish  these  conversations,  but  1  could  not 
forget  them.  VV’hen  I  reflected  upon  them  my  heart 
was  not  as  fixed  as  it  used  to  be.  I  began  to  see  that 
the  Indian  societies  were  bad,  for  I  knew  from  my 
own  experience  that  it  was  not  a  Gtxxl  Spirit  that  I 
had  relied  upon.  1  determined  that  I  would  not  un¬ 
dertake  to  look  into  futurity  any  longer  for  the  Indians, 
nor  practise  the  Mela’s  art  After  a  while  I  began  lo 
see  more  fully  that  the  Indian  ceremonies  were  all 
bad,  and  I  determined  to  quit  them  altogether,  and 
give  heed  to  what  was  declared  from  God’s  book. 

The  first  time  that  1  felt  I  was  a  sinner,  and 
that  1  was  in  danger  of  being  punished  for  sin,  by  God, 
is  clearly  in  my  mind.  I  was  then  on  an  island  making 
sugar,  with  my  wife.  I  was  in  a  conflict  of  mind,  and 
hardly  knew  what  I  was  about.  I  walked  around  the 
kettles,  and  did  not  know  what  I  walked  for.  I  felt 
sometimes  like  a  person  wishing  to  cry,  but  I  thought 
it  would  be  unmanly  to  cry.  For  the  space  of  two 
weeks  I  felt  in  this  alarmed  and  unhappy  mood.  It 
seemed  to  me  sometimes  as  if  I  must  die.  My  heart 
and  my  bones  felt  as  if  they  would  burst  and  fall  as- 
sunder.  My  wife  asked  me  if  I  was  sick,  and  said  I 
looked  pale.  I  was  in  an  agony  of  body  and  mind, 
especially  during  one  W’eek.  It  seemed  during  this 
lime  as  if  an  evil  spirit  haunted  me. — When  I  went 
out  to  gather  sap,  I  felt  conscious  that  this  spirit  went 
with  me.  It  appeared  lo  animate  ray  own  shadow. 

My  strength  was  failing  under  this  conflict.  One 
night,  after  I  had  been  busy  all  day,  my  mind  was  in 
great  distress.  This  shadowy  influence  seemed  to  me 
to  persuade  me  to  g^  to  sleep.  I  was  tired,  and  1 
wished  to  go  to  sleep,  but  I  could  not  sleep. — I  began 
to  pray.  I  kneeled  down  and  prayed  to  God.  I  con¬ 
tinued  to  pray  through  the  nighL  I  then  lay  down, 
and  went  to  sleep.  Here  1  date  my  peace.  In  the 
morning  my  wife  awoke  me,  telling  me  it  was  late. 
VVhen  I  awoke  I  felt  placid  and  easy  in  mind.  My 
distressing  fulness  had  dso  left  me.  I  asked  my  wife 
what  day  it  was.  She  told  me  it  was  the  Sabbath,  (in 
the  Indian,  prayer-day.)  I  replied,  how  I  wish  I  could 
go  to  the  Church  at  the  mission.  Formerly,  I  used 
to  avoid  it,  and  shunned  those  who  wished  to  speak  to 
me  of  praying  to  God,  but  now  my  heart  longs  to  go 
there.  This  feeling  did  not  leave  me. 

After  three  days,  I  went  to  the  mission.  The  glad¬ 
ness  of  my  heart  continued  the  same  as  I  had  felt  it  the 
first  morning  at  the  sugar  camp.  My  first  feeling 
when  I  landed  was  pity  for  my  drunken  brethren,  the 
Indians,  and  I  prayed  that  they  also  might  be  brought 
to  find  the  true  G^,  and  lo  find  peace  through  God’s 
Son.  I  sptike  to  the  missionary,  (Rev.  Mr.  F.,)  who, 
at  subsequent  interviews  explained  to  me  the  rite  of

CLARA 


I  have  lately  been  making  a  visit  to  my  friend,  Mrs. 
Lee,  and  found  a  new  inmate  atldctl  to  iior  household, 
a  niece  named  Chira,  who  has  come  to  spend  the  win¬ 
ter  with  her  aunt  for  the  purpose  of  going  to  school, 
as  there  are  no  gcxxl  schools  where  her  parents  live. 
Clara  is  just  the  age  of  her  cousin  Fanny,  and  .seems 
of  an  affectionate  dispcsilion  ;  I  was  therefore  surprised 
to  observe  that  bite  did  not  appear  fond  of  Fanny. 
They  did  not  yuarrel — that  they  know  Mrs.  I/:e  would 
not  allow, — but  they  did  not  seem  to  have  timt  love  of 
association,  that  confidence  in  each  other,  that  free 
and  joyous  intercliango  of  gooil  will  and  kind  feelings, 
which  ought  to  subsist  between  young  rehtions, 
living  under  the  same  nxif.  One  morning  when  the 
girls  were  at  scliool,  and  Mrs.  Lee  and  myself  were 
sewing  together,  I  said,  “  I  think  it  is  a  pity  that 
Fanny  and  Clara  do  not  seem  to  love  one  another. 
What  can  be  the  reason  ?” 

Mrs.  Lee  replied,  “  1  regret  extremely  the  want  of 
kind  feeling  you  have  nolicetl,  and  can  only  account 
fi>r  it  hy  the  fact  that  Clara  was  very  much  indulged 
at  home,  and  allowed  to  spend  her  whole  time  in  play 
or  entire  idleness ;  consequently,  as  she  grew  larger, 
her  mother  found  her  very  troublesome  to  manage, 
nnd  often  said  to  her,  she  wished  she  was  like  my 
Fanny  ;  this  made  her  feel  a  degree  of  jealousy  toward 
her  cousin,  even  before  she  knew  her,  and  when  she 
came  here  she  brought  a  letter  from  her  mother,  con¬ 
fessing  that  Clara  had  been  much  indulged,  and  ur¬ 
gently  begging 'me  to  try  to  correct  her  idle  habits 
nnd  make  her  useful  and  neat,  like  Fanny.  Poor 
Clara,  having  so  long  been  entirely  idle,  thinks  going 
to  school  half  the  day  full  employment  for  her  time. 
On  that  account  I  find  it  very  difficult  to  make  her 
keep  her  clothes  in  order,  though  she  is  fourteen  years 
old,  an  age  when  every  girl  should  be  able  to  do  so. — 
She  is  not  only  idle,  but  has  a  proud  rebellious  temper, 
and  when  required  to  mend  her  clothes  neatly,  says 
they  will  do  well  enough  as  they  are,  so  that  if  1  am 
not  very  watchful,  she  will  wear  her  frocks  williout 
iiooks,  and  her  stockings  with  holes  at  the  toes.  This 
often  obliges  me  to  speak  very  positively  to  her,  and 
then  she  says  1  am  too  severe  witli  her,  not  consider¬ 
ing  that  she  compels  me  to  be  so,  by  neglecting  her 
work  ;  and  when  I  speak  mildly,  ‘  Vou  do  not  scold 
Fanny  so,’  she  will  say.  *  Because  Fanny  does  her 
work  neatly,’  I  answer :  thus  Fanny  is  ‘  that  odious 
thing,  a  model,’  to  Clara,  and  this  is  the  only  reason  J 
can  give  why  there  is  not  more  cordiality  between  the 
girls,  fur  I  think  I  am  not  too  partial  to  Fanny,  when 
I  say  that  it  does  not  appear  to  be  her  fault.’ 

The  next  morning’s  observation  convinced  me  that 
Mrs.  L.  had  not  judged  Clara  harshly,  either  in  respect 
to  industry  or  temper.  Fanny  is  in  the  practice  of 
wasliing  the  breakfast  things  before  she  goes  to  school, 
a  matter  .~hc  can  easily  accomplish,  as  they  take  riiat 
meal  very  early  ;  but  on  this  morning  her  mother  wish¬ 
ed  her  to  buy  some  muslin  and  bring  it  home  to  her 
before  school,  she  therefore  despatched  her  as  soon  as 
breakfast  was  over,  and  began  to  wash  the  cups  her¬ 
self.  Clara  was  silting  on  the  sofa,  idly  leaning  on 
her  elbow.  Mrs.  L.  said  in  a  pleasant  voice,  “  Clara, 
my  dear,  take  the  towel  and  wipe  the  things  as  I  wash 
them,”Clara’scountenance  was  immediately  overcloud¬ 
ed,  slie  rose  with  nii  ill-humoured  air,  took  up  aD  the 
tea-spoons  at  once,  wiped  one,  then  dropped  it  from 
her  hand  to  the  table ;  and  then  another,  thus  going 
through  them  all ;  she  then  began  to  wipe  the  saucers, 
dashing  them  down  one  into  the  other  in  a  manner 
that  threatened  the  destruction  of  the  whole.  “  Clara, 
is  that  the  way  to  handle  china  ?”  asked  Mrs.  Lee;  on 
which,  with  singular  perverseness,  she  set  them  down 
with  an  affectation  of  such  extreme  care,  that  it  ap¬ 
peared  as  if  she  was  afraid  to  touch  them  at  all.  As 
soon  as  she  had  done  the  saucers  she  threw  down  the 
towel  and  returned  to  the  sofa,  leaving  her  aunt  to 
wipe  the  rest  of  the  things  herself. — Mrs.  I.ee  finished 
them  quietly,  then  turning  to  her  niece,  said,  “  Clara, 
do  you  not  think  it  would  have  been  much  better  if  you 
had  come  cheerfully  when  1  asked  you  to  assist  me, 
and  wiped  the  things  properly  ?”  Clara  muttered  “  she 
did  not  know.”  “  Now,”  said  Mrs.  Lee,  “  you  are 
adding  to  your  fault ;  you  do  know  your  conduct  was 
wrong,  and  I  am  grieved  to  see  you  so  perverse. — Do 
try  to  correct  your  temper,  or  it  will  make  you  unhappy 
through  life.  I  wish  you  to  consider  not  only  that 
such  a  disposition  is  unlovely  to  your  fellow  creatures, 
but  also  displeasing  to  Him  who  in  his  word  teaches 
us  that  women  should  bo  adorned  with  a  meek  and 
quiet  spirit,  ‘  which  is,’  said  St.  Peter,  ‘  in  the  sight 
of  God  of  great  price.’  ” 

During  the  remainder  of  my  visit  I  had  too  many 
proofs  of  Clara’s  indolence.  Every  lime  her  stockings 
were  to  be  mended,  she  must  seek  for  her  thimble  and 
scissors,  from  having  neglected  to  put  them  in  their 
proper  place ;  and  her  countenance  was  so  sour  all  the 
time  she  was  sewing  that  it  was  unpleasant  to  look  at 
her.  I  do  not  mean  to  say  Clara  was  never  agreeable, 
she  was  lively  and  pleasant  when  in  a  good  humour, 
and  seemed  to  love  her  aunt,  and  at  times  would  ca¬ 
ress  her  in  the  fondest  manner;  but  when  required  to 
do  any  thing  which  was  disagreeable  to  herself,  (how¬ 
ever  necessary  it  might  be  for  her  own  gixxJ,)  she 
seemed  not  to  care  how  much  she  grieved  her  aunt  by 
murmuring,  disputing,  and  captious  replies. 

Clara  is  one  of  the  readers  of  the  Children's  Maga¬ 
zine.  Are  there  not  many  of  its  readers  who  have 
something  of  her  temper  ! 

My  only  object  in  giving  this  account  of  her  conduct 
is,  that  all  wim  partake  of  her  spirit  may  see  how  it 
appears,  and  strive  to  mend  their  faults.  I  would  now 
remind  Clara  that  her  aunt  now  stands  in  the  place  of 
a  mother  to  her,  and  is  entitled  to  her  honour  and  obe¬ 
dience.  If  she  endeavours  to  correct  herself,  the  little 
jealousy  she  feels  towards  her  cousin  will  soon  wear 
away,  and  she  will  every  day  become  more  contented 
and  cheerful,  for  the  path  of  duty  is  ibc  only  one  that 
leads  to  happiness.— CAiZJrcn’s  Magazine.
